Bomb Rangoon 
Last December 23 and 25, when 
the Japs bombed Rangoon, Burma, 
a city of half a million people, 
the populace was thrown into pan­ 
ic.

Burmese fled the city almost en 
masse, and these included many 
who would ordinarily be in respon­ 
sible positions.

Indians Differ. 
From Americans 
Through Background 
The Indian people differ greatly 
from the Europeans and Ameri­ 
cans. 
In the first place his back­ 
ground makes him incapable of 
carrying anything through to a 
successful conclusion; that is, he 
seems to lack drive. He may know 
the correct thing to do, but is 
still unable to do it. 
For instance, a fully trained doc­ 
tor or nurse will let some one 
with less training do whatever* he 
can. 
In short there is a tendency 
toward laziness.

One day a group of people came 
to Dr. Leckband’s dispense^ with 
a sick man who could speak noth­ 
ing but a North Indian dialect. 
A Mohammedan Mullah or preach­ 
er was with them who spoke this 
language and Urdu. A third spoke 
these languages and Tamil, while 
Dr. Leckband’s interpreter spoke 
Tamil and English. 
Thus it took 
; five people to get a complete his­ 
tory of the case. 
The Indian caste 
system, of 
which much has been written, is 
not so all-important as it seems. 
To be sure it keeps the different 
groups separate, but as far as 
ordinary life is concerned, there 
are only three things that really 
show' the influence of caste. 
In­ 
dians will not eat with those out­ 
side their own caste, and do not 
marry outside of it. Thirdly, they 
do not like to touch each other. 
An Indian assistant in the hospital, 
for example, does not care to touch 
an outcast.

| midst towering old elms, in I iv- 
mgsrton, New Jersey. 
I’d like to 
dwell a moment on this church in 
the New Jersey hills. It is perhaps 
the oldest church anywhere near 
New York, being built in 1715, and 
“modernized” in 1747.

low man. His sermons are a mix­ 
ture of the past, and the present, 
yet both welded together!into his 
text. One does a lot of thinking 
in this church. Its mellowed inter­ 
ior blends well with the sounds of 
the countryside coming thru the 
opened windows. And the mixture 
of the gospel and the whole atm os­ 
phere seems to awaken ones deep­ 
est thoughts. 
Perhaps, one of the most timely 
sentences spoken by this old pas­ 
tor, and a sentence 
th at would 
serve well as a slogan is, “— we 
can take oft’ our hats to those of 
the past, but we will have to take 
off our coats for the future— 
Hut in closing may I pass on to 
you a thought which was written 
in the visitors register of St. Pauls 
church in New York. 
It was in­ 
serted by one who signed, “Henry 
Behrens, South Europe,” and read, 
“ No one can actually realize what 
happiness means Unless you have 
lived abroad, and now luckily, may 
live in America and worship as vou 
please.” 
I thought it quite eloquent.

“ I venture to say that farmers 
are working a t least TO hours a 
week, and they aren’t 
getting 
time-and-a-half for the overtime,” 
O’Neal said. 
“ I often wonder just 
what milk and pork chops and eggs 
and oranges would cost the con­ 
sum er if costs were figured on 
the basis of a dollar an hour for 
the labor of the farm er and his 
family for a 40-hour week and 
$1.50 an hour for the overtime.” 
The Farm Bureau head agreed 
• that control of inflation 
is the 
most im portant issue confronting 
the nation. 
“To be effective, it 
must be applied to al! groups with­ 
out exception, including labor of 
course,” O’Neal said, “ hut congress, 
afraid of labor, passed a price 
control bill leaving wages out.” ' 
“The fight was one of the bit­ 
terest th at we have experienced.” 
O’Neal said. 
“The opposition wasl 
led by the administration itself, j 
joined by labor and by newspapers! 
from one end of the countiy to J 
the other. 
In spite of the fact! 
th at food costs are the lowest, 
relative to family income, in 20 
years, we were accused of trying to 
profiteer on the consumer.” 
“The voting was entirely non­ 
partisan. 
The valiant leadership 
of Congressman Clarence Cannon 
(Democrat) of .Missouri and Con-) 
gressm an Dirkson 
(Everett M. 
Dirkson, Republican) of 
Illinois 
never faltered duiing this fight. 
Farm ers owe them a debt of g ra ­ 
titude that can never he repaid. 
The real qualities of leadership 
are brought brilliantly to public 
notice when leaders are forced to 
fight a losing battle.

A t the end of the two years, 
he has grown from a $10 veal calf 
into a 1,400-pound beef

Besides, I hi* bull 
may be ol poor stock and the year’s 
service may be of practically no 
value. 
The problem of improvement in 
any herd over a long period of 
time is to provide a succession of 
hulls so th at each is better than 
the preceding one and better than 
the average of the females on 
which he has to be used, Kuhlman 
said. The only way to achieve this 
is to obtain the services of a hull, 
the owner of which 
can supply 
complete information in the form 
of production records that indicate 
the probable breeding ability of 
that bull. 


M agnuson farm tries 
pasture improvement 


“One of the first pasture im­ 
provement demonstrations in Cook 
county,” states Farm Adviser C. A. 
Hughes, “has been worked out on 
the Dr. Paul Magnuson farm In 
Barrington township. This demon­ 
stration began with the new herds­ 
man, Mr. Kennedy, who recently 
came with Dr. Magnuson in an ef­ 
fort to get better summer pasture 
for their dairy herds. 
“This last spring a trial was a r­ 
ranged on the farm where a quack 
grass cutter was used to harrow 
an old pasture. Early, before the 
grass had started, 
this machine 
was run through the pasture both 
ways and the sod thoroughly tu rn ­ 
ed several inches deep. 
“A test of this soil showed that 
there was sufficient limestone and 
phosphate to grow sweet clover 
without any being added. Had lime 
or phosphate been needed it would

Lumber freeze 
order revised 
and extended 


A revision of the softwood con­ 
struction lumber freeze order, ex­ 
tending it beyond July 13 to Aug­ 
ust 13 and releasing 
additional 
grades and species 
of softwood 
lumber, 
has 
ben 
announced 
by 
WTB. 
Changes are made to aid 
small saw mills and local distrib­ 
utors. 
Under the revision 
saw mills 
which normally engage in local re­ 
tailing because their communities 
are not otherwise served by a reg­ 
ular retail yard may resume sales 
at retail to the local lumber trade. 
Re-defining 
tim 
term s 
“small 
producer,” the revised order ex­ 
empts mills sawing less than 5,000 
feet of softwood per day. The pre­ 
vious regulations exempted only 
those mills sawing less than 5,000 
feet of both softwood and hard­ 
wood per day. 
Replacement of retailer or dis­ 
tributor inventories is not allowtd, 
however, 
except 
under 
specific 
WPB authorization. 
Under the revised order the pro­ 
vision remains which permits sale 
of construction lumber for “con­ 
struction, 
extension, 
remodel) ag, 
repair, or maintenance of buildings 
or structures” for storage of farm 
products or for “ packing, boxing, 
crating, or stowing for shipment of 
such products.”

On the basis of surveys of pres­ 
ent driving averages, tire mileages 
of trucks hauling livestock to the 
four m ajor Illinois 
m arkets are

14 months and to Springfield 15 
months. 
The survey, which was conducted 
by R. C. Ashby, chief in livestock 
marketing, University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, shows that

in Peoria .end 
Springfield are now meeting ODT 
transportation requirements than 
of those hauling 
to the Chicago 
Union Stock Yards. Compared with

per cent at Peoria and 
per 
cent at Springfield are meeting or 
exceeding the ODT load require­ 
ments. On both trips, 79.3 per cent 
of the trucks at Peoria and 94.5 at 
Springfield were not meeting load 
requirements. 
On the other hand, at both Pe­ 
oria and Springfield, a consider­ 
able proportion of the trucks haul 
less than 25 miles and so are ex­ 
empt from ODT reqiurements, as 
the regulations now stand.

About a year ago, young Bill 
Zmrzel 
(pronounced 
Smert-zel), 
19-year old lathe operator from 
Library, Pa., in the Pittsburgh dis­ 
trict, decided he was old enough to 
step into public links competition. 
He did, placing second in the P itts­ 
burgh sectional qualifying rounds 
for the National 
Public Links 
championship and riding a bus 
from 
Pittsburgh 
to 
Spokane, 
Wash., and back to play in the 
tournament. 
Then, in September, tw’o autos 
crashed head on, and Bill lay at 
death’s door. For a week, physi­ 
cians said he couldn’t live. There 
was a double concussion 
and a 
number of lesser injuries. But Bill 
lived, only to become totally blind. 
Late in October, 
three wreeks 
after he was released from the hos­ 
pital, he returned to the P itts­ 
burgh South Park 
course and 
struggled through three holes. The 
start of a long climb back up the 
hill. But he kept at it all winter. 
In April, he began a round-a-day 
schedule. Early in May, he broke 
80—just barely—with a 79. Now 
he’s awaiting the day when he will 
once more flirt with par 72. 
Zrmzel uses his 
friend, Je rry 
Castelli, Library theater owner, as 
his “seeing eye” caddie. 
Jerry 
places him in position for the shot, 
lines up the club and ball, and tells 
him how far to go for the green 
or cup. “He deserves more credit 
than I do,” says Bill. “I taught 
him to play last summer and 'tow 
he’s paying me back.” 
Zmrzel contends that hitting the 
ball is a mechanical motion anyone 
can do with his eyes closed, once 
he gets to swinging in the groove. 
“My stance seems a lot stiffer 
than before, and I seem to have a 
tendency to pull my shots, as I 
have to grip the club much tighter. 
However, I’m gradually overcom­ 
ing these faults and I’ll be in that 
National Public Links champion­ 
ship when the war ends and the 
U.S.G.A. resumes active operations 
again.”

STOP, LOOK AND LISTEN 
Newspaper readers are quite fa­ 
miliar with the appearance and ev­ 
en the wording of many kinds of 
Public Notices. 
One of the more 
common, for example, is the kind 
that begins: 
Legal Notice 
Advertisement for Bids 
Sealed bids will be received by 
the Mayor of Blankvil’e for . 
Everyone knowns this is an invi­ 
tation for sealed proposal^ to sup­ 
ply the municipality with certain 
equipment, supplies 
or services. 
But how many persons stop to re­ 
call th at the underlying purpose 
of such Notices for hundreds of 
years has been to protect rights? 
In public bids the intent of the No­ 
tice is not only to insure that all 
persons 
interested 
and 
legally 
qualified have an opportunity to 
submit bids, but th at they shall 
comply wdth stated conditions and, 
in particular, that this kind of 
public business shall be conducted 
publicly and economically. 
Thus 
both public and private rights — 
those of the community and those 
of the bidders— are safeguarded. 
This is only one of several hund­ 
red kinds of Public Notices sanc­ 
tioned and often required by law. 
In effect, they say to the public: 
“ Stop, look and listen.” This is a 
wise provision of the law because it 
directs public attention to a pro­ 
posed action affecting some kind of 
rights. 
The very 
publication of 
such Notices in newspapers of gen­ 
eral 
circulation 
multiplies 
the 
chances of their 
being seen by 
those directly concerned.
